ers' Union.

manner but on Monday morning- a

A FUSILADK OF BULLETS. 
Never in tbe history of Bristol wus 
there ever ailcb law less actions on tbe 
part of a mob as those exhibited on 
Monday morning.

'Squi.o Kraft s otltcc on Wednesday 
a regular fanatical vvarfiue develoix-tl 
in wliieli a half bundled foieigners, 
all aril eel with revolvers, liicd into 
tbe ranks of Ihe American workmen 
as they were approaching the factory 
lo co to work, it was luudly daylight 
at the time and (be (Jrmi-lUilian 
striken* massed themselves along the 
trucks uf tho Pennsylvania Kuilroud 
Company and tired into the men on 
theii way to woik. 


Trouble had been anticipated and 


Chief Saxttin, Assistant t'btef Tice 
and Officer MusnutT were stationed at 
the railriHid bridge just uhirve Jitfer- 
son avenue. Hearing the shots the 
otllcers humed to the scene and a 
genuine riot took place. The ullk-er* i 
tired their revolvcis in tlienir, Imping 
to scare the strikciH, but this "eenied 
only to hdiirmtc them.

May Hare Hiitorical Tablet. 


Piivate ownership of a liistoriciu 


site bus prevented the erection of a 
memorial in Bucks county, where tli. 
cntcrplising llistoilcal Society pro 
v Hied a hrniirc tablet us long ago a 
li)0^ to mark the supposed grave of the 
gr"iil Indian chief, Tammany, but ha 
not yet been able to place Ibe table, 
in posidon, as the owner of the piop 
city would not grant permission un 
lens the society bought Ibe hind. Tht 
gravels near the banks of the Neshaiu- 
iny Creek, in New Britain township 
u few miles northeast of Itoylestou n, 
Traditions say that about 1750 the 
l-hieftain was on his way to Philadel- 
phia with a party of Indians, when be 
became sick- at Ihia spot, and when 
his companions abandoned him he 
killed himself with his hunting knife. 
People of the vicinity who huriec 
Tammany marked the grave with a 
slab of slate. Some 50 yours ago, it is 
said, the owner of the land built this 
slab into tile wall uf a new barn. 
Henry C. Alercer, president of tlie 
Bucks County Historical Society, has. 
lev i veil the effort to have the grave 
•narked, and he suggests that as Tum- 
nany belonged to Die Turtle clan of 
the Lcnapcs, un enormous turtle, made 
eithei of eulth or concrete, be placed 
over the giave. The idea was suggest- 
ed to Mr. Mercer by celtain remark- 
able Indian mounds in Wisconsin, 
which are formed in the shape of ani- 
mals.— Philadelphia Record.

Ai AtUresi Delivered tt Fin O'clock 


Cub «• the Sjntem of At Doited 


Sutes ud Great Britain. 


At u dinner Ki\eu by the Five 
o'clock Club, of Philadelphia, Joseph 
B. Grundy, of Bristol, delivered an 
address on the taxation systems of tbe 
United States and Great BilUIn, from 
which the tollowlug narasrauhs arc 
taken: 


If one weie to believe much that 


was published in I lie press and maga- 
zines of our country during the paw- 
ago of the Payue-Aldiloh tariff law, 
ouv would lie justified In thinking 
that the legislation therein embodied, 
looking to the rulsing of a large part 
of the money necessary to maintain 
our national public life, was unjust, 
oppressive ami nearly ruinous to the 
happiness and 
prosperity 
of 
our 


people, whereas, in fact, tho great 
aITaii-s of our Government,-requiring 
the annual outlay of nearly a tllllnn 
dollars, are so adjusted and collected 
as to make it most dlfflcnlt for any 
citizen to sec or know u belt-any tax- 
ation foi this Important purpose Is 
levied. 


To properly appreciate what con- 


fronts the English taxpayer, one Hist 
should realise something of tin- popu- 
lation and thw condition of thti people 
of Groat Britain. In number they 
arc estimated ut about 43,1100,000 souls. 
Of tills number, 1,000,000 arc dlreclly 
supported from the poor rates by the 
Govcinment, and an additional nuni- 
bei, aggregating 
from 6,000,000 to 


7,000,000, constitute what is known as 
England's army of unemployed. So 
that from Ii to 13 per cent, of the 
icople of Kngland are eitllcl depend- 
-nt for an existence upon tlie charity 
if the Giiveinment or the labors of 
others who uie able lo provide fioin 
heir own elforts and icsouives for 
heir existence. 
Twenty-three per 


cent, of the pwinlo of Kngland are 
supped to live iqion the land, while 
~~ per cent, are residents of tbe cities 
ind towns, and arc consequently en- 
[ttged in either industry, luercbandls- 
ng or eoirineree. 


With this huge industrial producing 
apaclty they are naturally large cx- 
mrtcrs of manufactured products, and 
s such an- obliged to find niaikvlsat

It is Interesting lo read from tbe 
cbale nn Ibc.itiitisb budget while 
ending in the House of Commons 
list vvbeie Ibe Government pur|)ofied 
i tlnd Ibis relatively huge turn of 
loncy. We bad been taught that 
England wus a free trade country, yet 
-e find that fioin food products thu 
tidgct purposed (o raise a large sum 
f money, with the colluteial increase 
i the cost ol living thus occasioned. 
Toliueco is to pay 
heavy 
Import 


duties. The liquor tralllc also is lo 
lie taxed t« un e-ctent that is claimed 
to be nearly eiinltscatuiy. An income 
tax, with all the inqiiisitoiial k-ut- 
uros, is largely relied upon iu (he 
nillcil-disi tlsscd budget. Also un in- 
belitunce tux, Ine provisions of which 
were made so excessive that an en- 
tailed estate that should meet with 
two deaths within a geueiation would 
not be worth inheriting. The budget 
also contained provisions looking to 
tbe taxation of mineral wealth unde- 
veloped ill (he 1-lids, bused upon an 
approxiniuie value of the worth of the 
minerals when developed.

scheme of land taxation for Govern- 
ment purposes, the most objectionable 
feature of which consisted in the ap- 
propriation by the State of one-fourth 
of ull value ovei and above the as- 
sessed value at which land might be 
subsequently sold. 


This taxation, let it bo undcrst* 


is simply for |iurposis of Nutiu 
Government, and is entirely separate 
and apart from tbe taxation necessar- 
ily levied for county mid municipal 
purposes, and it is variously estimat- 
ed, by those competent to speak in 
England, that under this budget those 
dependent upon an income fot an ex- 
istence would be obliged to contribute 
from 38 to 40 per cent, cf their gross 
income for purposes of national and 
local taxation.

No soda, cream of 
tartar or baking powder Is used In 
these. Cut In strips like lady fingers. 
They will be better when two or three 
days old than when perfectly fresh. 


Suet Pudding. 


One cup suet, chopped fine, one cap- 


ful molasses, one cupful 
milk, one 


cnpful chopped raisins, three and a 
balf cupfuls flour, one teaspoonful sal- 
eratus, one-half teaspoqnful suit, one 
teaspoonful cinnamon, one-half tea- 
•poonfnl cloves. 
Steam for three
